billion cigarets were manufactured in 
the United States during the last cen- 
sus year, 1926, the department of com- 
merce at "\Vashington reports. 


Seven billion cigars were, placed on 


the market during the same year while 
the amount of chewing tobacco, snuff 
and smoking tobacco amounted to 
415.000,000 pounds. 


Figures showing this are to be con- 


tained in the annual bulletin on stocks 
of leaf tobacco which will give data 
regarding the acreage in tobacco by 
states, prices obtained by manufactur- 
er and the quantity of tobacco con- 
sumed. 


Dane county Wisconsin is the lead- 


ins county of the state in tobacco 
growing, according to latest figures ob- 
tained by the department. Based upon 
1926. the preceding censin year, Dane 
county's production was in excess of 
2,500,000 pounds. Two other Wiscon- 
sin counties produced similar amounts. 


According to the bulletin. 1,664,700 


acres were planted in tobacco in 1925,

Grace learned that he could put a 
gilding plane_on the ground just about 
ivhere he choose. Since then he has 
crashed 22 planes. 14 of them deliber- 
ately. 


Most of this has been done for the 


movies.. The Hollywood studios have 
inown Grace as the one aviator for 
whom too risky a job could not be 
found. He would, literally, do anything 


The climax of his long succession o 


escapades came last fall. Grace had a 
part in the war movie, "Wings." H 
crashed a plane from a height, of 2,00i 
feet—and broke his neck. That, a 
least, was the first report. A mor 
thorough examination disclosed tha 
he had merely dislocated two verte 
brae. He was given expert attention 
recovered and went on to do som 
more stunts. 


His career as a stunt man in th 


movies took him into more hazardou 
situations—and out of them—than h 
can count. For a time- he doubled fo 
Tom Mix. performing the d^ngeron 
maneuvers that are not permitted t 
a high-priced star. Once he was call 
ed on to change from one plane to an 
other, high above the ground. 


At times, demand for air stunts be 


ing low, Grace has 
taken to othe 


forms of dare-deviltry to earn his liv 
ing. Four different times, performin 
for the movies, he wrecked automo 
biles while traveling at a high rate o 
speed. Each time he escaped with 
whole skin, somewhat to tho surpris 
of the men whq. were focussing th 
cameras on him.

.Grace realized full well that he ha 
taken his life m his hands in situa 
tions where it seemed like an increc 
ibly foolish venture. 
His many es 


capes gave him a confidence in hi 
own luck that could not be shaken. 


"If anyone can make the jump from 


the Hawaiians to America, I can," h 
said. "I seem to have some sort o 
a good luck charm—or else I woul 
have been killed long ago. Anyway, 
am confident that I can make the hop

THE DUNCAN BEER BILL 


The senate, by a vote of 17 to 14. has 


concurred with the action of the assembly 
in passing the Duncan beer bill, which 
now goes to the governor for disposition. 
It is the expectation in Madison he will 
sign it. It provides that penalties for vio- 
lation of x the state's prohibition laws 
shall not apply where the liquor in ques- 
tion does not contain more alcohol than 
2.75-pertcent by weight. While this news- 
paper believes that beer of the above al- 
coholic content and even larger is harm- 
less and should be available to the people, 
the method taken by the legislature to get 
it is neither honest nor sincere. In the first 
place, it is attempting to legalize some- 
thing it has no power to legalize. In the 
second place, it is trampling under foot 
the constitution of the United States, 
which it is sworn to uphold, together with 
an amendment that it expressly ratified at 
the time it was submitted to the states. 
This is not passive nullification, it is ac- 
tive defiance of the Tederal government. 


The bill has been passed not with the 


idea of conferring upon the 
people of 


Wisconsin lawful right to make, sell and 
drink beer of 2.75 per cent alcohol, for it 
knows it can confer no such right, but to 
discredit prohibition and to help force 
upon the nation a reconsideration of its 
action in incorporating the eighteenth 
amendment into the constitution. 
It 


is a poor way to accomplish even this. 
There is only one right and honorable 
way to secure relief and that is to retrace 
the step taken in changing the funda- 
mental law of the land and bring about 


" its repeal. It is a question to what extent 


even modification can be carried and 
kept witlnn the amendment. 


The Duncan act, if it becomes a law. 


1 offers no protection for 2.75 per cent beer, 


except that the state and local authori- 
ties will do nothing to interfere. It will, 
undoubtedly, lead to wholesale attempts 
to evade and violate the Volstead act. 
Breweries may become more emboldened, 
and undoubtedly beer will be more plenti- 
ful and with it all other alcoholic drinks. 
The sale of intoxicants will be more open 
if not more generous in both saloons and 
roadhouses. This will guarantee nothing. 
There is still the federal government to 
reckon with. It can and doubtless will 
raid the more flagrant violators from time 
to time and we shall have more brewers 
and saloonkeepers fined and sent to jail. 
Whether we come out ahead in the pro- 
ject so far as personal liberty and the sat- 
isfying of our thirst go. will depend on 
the extent of federal 
interference 
and 


whether the debit account with courts 
and jaiis is less than the credit account 
from sales and coddling of our desires.

THE FATE OF NINE HUNDRED 


In a five year period 303 patients with gallbladder 


disease were admitted to »hc surgical service of Dr. 
John B. Heaver and Dr. Edward 1;. Bortz. approxi- 
mately tuo females to every male. Of those pa- 
tents. -532 had gallstones and 43S gallsae Inflamm.i- 
lon with gallstones. Then there \\cio 13 cai-cs of 
cancer of the gallbladder. 


Operation was done In 410 cases of the gallstone 
ypc and in 412 cases of the stoneless t.\pe. and in 
Mevcn of the cases of cancer. Four patients refused 
peration. and operation was rot considered ndvis- 
iblle in 27 cases, because of advanced ase or grave 
iidncy or heart disease. One girl aged 1! who had 
suffered for two years with gallstone colic was'op- 
rated on. Eight patients aged 70 were operated on. 
All the cancer patients died within six months, 


except one patient aged 40, whose condition icmains 
good six months after operation. The two cancer 
cases not operated on terminated fatally in four and 


3ix months respectively. 


Twenty of the patients with gallstones died from 


post-operative shock, including three under the age 
of thirty years and three over the age of GO years. 


Eleven of the patients with gallbladder inflamma- 
ion without gallstones died 
from 
postoperative 


shock. 


How many of these patients -noulld have suc- 


cumbed to the shock of gallstone colic of of periton- 
tis had they not been operated on, no one can esti- 
mate, but that's the way many victims of gallbladder 
disease go. 


Of the 449 cases of gallsac inflammation wth gall- 


stones. 2S9 cases were entrely relieved, completely 
cured by the operation. Of the 412 cases of gallsac 
nflammation -without gallstones. 266 cases wore en- 
tirely relieved, completely cured by the operation. 
The condition was Improved in 59 of the cases with 
stone and in 72 of the cases without stone .It re- 
mained unimproved in 17 cases with stone and 34 
cases without stone. These statistics are the result 
of followup investigation after a period of three 
,-ears. 


Out of the total of 857 operations for gallbladder 


disease with and without gallstones (omitting the 
cancer cases), followup investigation after the lapse 
of three years gave these figures:

There you are. Xow if -ne could only compare 


vith these figures the fate of,a similar number of 
subjects of gallbladder disease treated without op- 
eration, one might arrive at some conclusion as to 
he better course to follow when so afflicted. 
Un- 


fortunately we haven't the nonsurgical statistics. 
But I feel fairly certain that operation is tho first 
choice for cowards like me. whatever braver folk 
may prefer. I have seen so many brave victims 
succumb to gallbladder disease with and without 
gallstones but positively without operation, and so 
'ew turn up their toes after such an operation, that 
: am sure I would not suffer from such disease 
ong unless my doctor vetoed the idea of explora- 
tory operation.

They cannot bear to use a 


noun without hitching at least one 
and sometimes two or three adjectives

Joseph Conrad's 


novels can be divided into periods on 
the basis of their diction. 
Conrad 


naturally had distinction of mind and 
even when his diction was still soph- 
omoric, his books had distinction, but 
later in life he learned to delete the 
unnecessary words and he thereby 
gamed an emphasis that nothing else 
could have given. 


As in the case of language there Is 


emphasis in restraint in the action of 
a story also. 
Many writers are al- 


v.-ays forgetting that. A good case in 
point is James Boyd's "Marching On," 
which I discussed in this column re- 
cently. Restraint is so much a dis- 
tinguishing 
characteristic 
of 
this 


beaut'ful novel that it is worth while 
calling attention to it for its own 
sake, aside from the other character- 
istics of the book. 


In the movies they measure kisses 


by the yard. At the end the man and 
the woman of the story usually indulge 
in a long, 
clinging embracce that 


takes several yards of film. The pro- 
ducers seem to imagine that the long- 
er they can hold the clinch the more 
impressive the emotion produced in 
the audience will be. In which they 
know nothing about tho emphasis of 
restraint. 
After a little tho irrcvo- 


rcr.t ones in the back of the theatre 
begin to titter and what was meant to 
be a thing of beauty becomes comic. 


"Marching 
On" illustrates 
some- 


thing "from which the movie produc- 
ers might learn a lesson if they were 
real artists and were genuinely anx- 
icus to interpret emotion with em- 
phasis. It is a hauntmc love story 
of great emotional beauty. 
It suc- 


ceeds in producing a greater effect 
than all the scenes put together of 
heroines and heroes tearing their hair 
in ^motional scenes and clinging to- 
gether in Ions, passionate Visses. And 
vet in the whole of tho novel there 
is not a ."ingle ki.<=s. not evci. the sug- 
cestion of one. The most the author 
does is to let Stewart Provost, the 
planter's daughter, fondly put her 
h-ind over the hand of James Frascr 
when weak and emaciated, he comes
